It will be remember 
ed how unkindly the Silver city folks took to 
the payment of these dues last winter. Thy 
Prince Albert people have been growling for 
some time. Here, at Edmonton, these dues 
have always been considered to be an impo 
sition. In Manitoba the enforcement has jot 
| been very strict, until lately but now it secms 
that itis to be. In southern Manitoba the 
settlers have been charyed fifty cents a cord 
for their firewoood. Collections, however 
| were not very brisk and on the seizure of a 
large pile and an attempt being made to auc 
ltien it according to law no one was found 
who would bid a centon itand the agent was 
obliged to leave without his fees. At Lorette 
and Ste. Anne, east of the Red river, the set 
tlers have been in the habit of taking what 
dry wood they required without payment of 
| dues. Lately 200 suits were entered against
